Much Mystery About ( Christ’s Work for 
Humanity, But the Bible is True. 


God is Faithful and Will iil All That Should be Known 
if Conditions Are Met. 


While many men of prom- 
inence, who profess the 
Christian religion, do not re- 
gard the blood of Jesus any 
more than the blood of any 
other man, it is our purpose 
to show the highest reverence 
to that precious blood of Je- 
sus Christ that was shed tor 
us on Calvary’s cruel cross. 

If God had seen fit to pro- 
vide for us a bloodless. reli- 
gion it wonld be perfectly 
satisfactory to us; but since 
our religion depends entirely 
on the power of that blood, it 
becomes necessary for us to 
show our appreciation of 
God’s plan for humanity by 
bestowing special emphasis 
upon the blood that bought 
us. With this thought before 
us it always seems just and 
right for people to honor the 


blood. 
If I could have the elo- 


quence of a silver tongued 
orator and have at my com- 
mand the broadest vocabu- 
lary of any man whose name 
is on the pages of history, and 
could give the subject the 
highest coloring language 
could describe, I would still 
fall beneath the mark in ex- 


pressing the honor due to the|’ 


blood of our crucified Lord. - 

Were I apoet and could 
write and sing a million songs 
and in every verse of every 
song place special emphasis 
upon the precious blood of 
Christ, the honor due the 
crimson flow from the side of 
my Lord would be scarcely 
hinted at. With all the cheer 
and enthusiasm such a multi- 
tude of songs would give it 
would only seem as a mere 
shadow in the blazing glory 


of justice. 
If the multitudes af earth’s 


inhabitants should have in 
their hands beautiful red flags 
and all should wave them a 
thousand years in honor of 
_ that crimson flow it would 
not be sufficient to express the 
honor due. Weré these mul- 
titudes to sing the million 
songs in concert and continue 
to wave the crimson flags and 
extend the time to infinity, 
still the honor due would 


hardly be touched. 
In the old hymn that has 





been a source of consolation 
to its millions is a depth that 
is scarcely realized. 


There is a fountain filled with blood 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins, 

And sinners plunged beneath that flood 
Lose all their guilty stains. 


The dying thief rejoiced to see 
That fountain in his day; 

And there have I, as vile as he, 
Washed all my sins away. 


Dear dying Lamb, Thy precious blood 
Shall never loss its power, 

Till all the ransomed Church of God 
Be saved to sin no more.’’ 


It is our purpose to so hon- 
or the blood and make it so 
prominent in our teaching 
that allwho keep in touch 
with us will get a glimpse of 
its magnitude, and our utter 
helplessness and loss without 
it. Upon it depends our hope 
and salvation. It is briefly 
expressed in that beautiful 
verse sung by millions of de- 
vout followers of the lowly 
Nazarine:— 


‘*For my pardon this I see--- 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus; 
For my cleansing, this my plea--- 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus.” 


Although this verse shows 
the double work of pardon 
and cleansing, yet how few 
have been able to make the 
distinction while their voices 
rang out with:— 


**Oh, precious is the flow 

’ That makes me white as snow; 
No other fount I know, 
Nothing but the blood of Jesus.’’ 


Of course we should be- 
stow special honor on the 
blood when it was by 1t that 
we were brought nigh that 
salvation might be accepted 
by us. “But now in Christ 
Jesus ye who sometimes were 
far off are made nigh by the 
blood of Christ.” Eph. 2:13. 
When the apostie Paul was 
showing up the fallen condi- 
tion of man, he said, “All 
have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God.” But he 
also showed the possibility of 
salvation through Christ and 
faith in His blood. In referr- 
ing to Christ Jesus he says, 
“Whom God hath set forth 
to be a propitiation through 
faith in His blood, to declare 
his righteousness for the re- 
mission of sins that are past, 
through the forbearance of 
God.” Rom. 3: 23-285. 

We have seen that it has 
taken the power of the blood 
to draw us near, and that it is 





through faith in His blood 
that He becomes our _propi- 
tiation and appeases God’s 
wrath and renders Him fav- 
orable to our pleadings for 
mercy; then when mercy is 
extended and pardon is grant- 
ed we stand justified before 
God by virtue of the. blood 
of Jesus Christ. “Much more 
then, being now justified by 
his blood.” Rom. 5:9. “And, 
having made peace through | 
the blood of his cross.’ 


is much mystery about 
Christ’s work for humanity, 
but the Bible is true and it 
teaches us that it is by the 
blood that we can. come to 
God to obtain mercy and ob- 
tain peace and be justified 
before Him. 

But that isnot all. After 
having been reconciled and 
having obtained peace it is 
through the blood that the re- 
bellious nature is removed 
from His humbled children. 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that 
he might sanctify the people 
with His own blood, suffered 
without the camp.” Heb. 13: 
12. “For if the blood of bulls 
and of goats, and the ashes 
of an heifer sprinkling the un- 
clean, sanctifieth to the puri- 
fying of the flesh: How much 
more shall the blood of Christ 
* * * purge your conscience 
from dead works to serve the 
living God?” Heb. 9:13, 14. 
and John adds to this by say- 
ing, “But if we walk in the 
light, as he is in the light, we 
have fellowship one with an- 
other, and the blood of Jesus 
Christ his Son cleanseth us 
trom all sin.” 1 Jno. 1:7. 

In this short article we can 
give only a faint glimpse of 
what the blood of Jesus 
Christ is to us, but enough 
probably to emphasize the 
importance of honoring the 
blood. This is the theme of 
this production—Hono1 the 
blood. I wish lcould do it 
justice; but I can only make 
an attempt. If by this some 
one can only get a deeper in- 
sight to the blessings we re- 
ceive through the blood | 
will think my efforts not in 


vain. 
Besides what has already 


been shown there is another 
picture that is worth our no- 
tice. In his letter to the 
Ephesians Paul teaches that 
our redemption was put- 
chased by His blood, and 
shows that this redemption 
was the forgiveness of sins. 


“In whom we have redemp-’ 











tion through his blood, the 
forgiveness of sins.”” Eph. 1;7. 
This same thought is express- 
ed in Col. 1:14, where Paul 
writes, “In whom we have 
redemption through his blood, 
even the forgiveness of sins.” 
Peter also shows that it is by 
the blood of Christ that we 
are redeemed from vain con- 
versation and traditions. This 
would include talse teaching 
obtained by tradition. 1 Peter 


Col. 1: 18, 19. 
1:20. We acknowledge there. 


Before I close I wish also 
to produce the Scripture to 
show that even the Church is 
His by the shed blood, and as 
it was purchased by His 
blood it is no wonder He 
spoke of it as “My church.” 
“Upon this rock I will build 
my church.” Matt. 16:18. In 
his charge to the elders when 
he was about to take his de- 
parture Paul told them among 
other things “to feed the 
church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own 


blood.” Acts 20:28.

sidered how much the blood 
is to usin the forgiveness of 
our sins the sanctification of 
our souls, etc., it is certainly 
enough to incite us to be- 
stow more honor on the 
blood that has purchased for 
us all things now and in eter- 
nity. We can well afford to 
sing together in honor of the 
blood,

The above texts are very 
applicable for the present 
time, none but the whole- 
hearted worshipers will go 
when Jesus comes. “This one 
thing I do.” The preparation 
to meet the Lord in readiness 
that we may not miss the 
place prepared for us should 
be the one ambition of our 
life. To do this it is neces- 
sary to get our mind and 
heart emptied of the things of 
the world, “forgetting the 
things of the past.” This 1s 
one of our great tasks, unless 
this is accomplished God 
cannot give us the vision of 
the things that are before, vi- 
sions of the blessed King, and 
kingdom which is to be in- 
herited by His faithful ser- 
vants. When we get an un- 
derstanding of these things, 
how we feel like reaching 
forth untothe things which 
are before. 


Notice the expression, “I 
press toward the mark.” This 
means intense service; faith 
at its best, love in its fulness; 
every power of the soul, 
mind and body under the 
power of redeeming grace, 
guided by the Holy Spirit, to 
know and enjoy God, to com- 
prehend and do His whole 
will. 


Men never reach the top 
round of the ladder in world- 
ly achievements but by close 
application, careful study, 
hard work, and so with the 
soldiers of the cross.

Unity! Unity! How God’s peo- 
ple need to be united in these 
perilous times in the last days, as 
we see the darkness that is cov- 
ering the earth and gross dark- 
ness the people and all this world 
has become a mass of confusion 
and strife, ‘‘men’s hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking 
after those things that are com- 
ing on the earth.’’ 

Unity means that the followers 
of Jesus must be united in belief 
of the truth, which is the -teach- 
ings of Jesus andthe Apostles. 
Jude 8 tells us that we should 
earnestly contend for the faith 
once delivered to the saints. 

Heresy and schism are opposed 
to unity. By heresy a person re- 
jects one or more of the teach- 
ings of Jesus. By schism one 
spurns those in authority. 

That our Savior requires this 
unity of faith and government 


among his followers is evident (ny, are one body: so 


from various passages of the 
Word. In His prayer at John 17: 
20, 21, immediately before His 
passion, Jesus said, ‘‘Neither 
pray I for these alone, but for 
them also which shall believe on 
me through their word, That 
they all may be: one, as thou 
Father art in me, and] in thee, 
that they also may be one in us, 
that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent me.’’ 


The unity of believers is the 
most luminous evidence of the 
divine mission of Christ. He 
prayed that His followers might 
all be united in the bond of one 
common faith, and certainly His 
prayer will be answered. St. 
Paul ranks heresy with the 
crimes of murder and _ idolatry, 
and that such shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God. Gal. 5:20, 
21. Inhisepistle to the Ephe- 
sians, this great apostle insists 
upon unity of faith in the follow- 
ing emphatic language, ‘‘En- 
deavoring to keep the unity of 
the Spirit, in the bond of peace. 
There is one body and one Spirit 
even as ye are called in one hope 
of your calling: One Lord, one 
faith, one baptism, One God and 
Father of all, whois above all, 
and through all, and in you all.”’ 
Eph. 4:3-6. We all have the same 
Lord, not many Lords; all have 
the same faith, not many; all 
have one baptism, and all wor- 
ship the same God, not many 
gods; all hope for the same heav- 
en, not different heavens—so 
must we all have the same ‘faith 
—the faith once delivered to the 
saints. 

Unity of government is no less 
essential for the believers than 
the unity of doctrine. Our 
Savior never spoke of His 
churches, but of His Church. 
He does not say, Upon this rock 
I will build my churches, but, 
“Upon this rock I will build my 
church.”’ Matt. 16:18. From 
these words we must conclude, 
that it never was His intention 
to establish, or to sanction vari- 
ous conflicting denominations, 
but one corporate body,’ with all 
the members united under the 

one invisible head, Jesus. 

In John the tenth chapter He 
compares His Church to a sheep- 
fold, and at the last clause of the 
16th verse it says, ‘‘And there 
shall be one fold, and one shep- 
herd.’’ 


sheep of the flock cling together. 
If they become seattered they are 
not satisfied until reunited. They 
follow in the same path, feed to- 
gether on the same pasture, and 
obey the same shepherd, and 
know his voice, and will flee 


did our Lord intend that all His 
sheep should be fed by Him, the 
Great Shepherd, and protected 
in the one great fold, the Church 
of God. Hissheep have been 
scattered during the cloudy and 
dark day, and they will never be 
satisfied until united again in the 
one fold and under the one Shep- 
herd and nourished on the 
‘‘Wholesome words, even the 
words of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the doctrine which is accord- 
ing to godliness.’”’ 1 Tim. 6:3. 
Glory, glory, they are coming! 

At 1 Cor. 12:12, the church is 
compared to the human body. 
‘“‘For as the body is one and hath 
many members, and all the mem- 
bers of that onebody being ma- 
also is 
Christ.’’ At Rom. 12:4,5, ‘‘For 
as we have many members inone 
body, and all membere have not 
the same office: so we being ma- 
ny are one boby in Christ, and 
every one members one of an- 
other.’”’ ‘Now ye are the body 
of Christ, and members in par- 
ticular.’’ 1 Cor. 12:27.~ In one 
body there are many members, 
all inseparably connected with 
the head. The head commands 
and the foot instantly moves, the 
hand is raised, or the fingers 
grasp. Even so our Lord or- 
dained that His Church, com- 
posed of many members should 
be all united to the one supreme 
head, even Jesus Christ whom 
all are bound to obey. 

His church is also compared to 
the vine, whose branches though 
spreading far andwide are nec- 
essarily connectad with the vine, 
and from its sap they are all 
nourished. Jesus says at John 
15:5, ‘‘lam the vine, yeare the 
branches, ”’ so in like manner our 
Lord will have all the branches 
connected with Him the true 
vine frem whom we draw our 
life. ; 

Common sense and reason 

alone, apart from revelation, is 
sufficient to convince us that God 
could not be he author of var- 
ious opposing systems of religion. 
God is essentially one. He is 
truth itself. How could the God 
of truth affirm, for instance, to 
one body of Christians that there 
are three persons in God, and to 
another that there is only one 
person in God? How could He 
say toone that Jesus Christ is 
God, and to another that He is 
man? How can He tell some that 
the punishment of the wicked is 
eternal, and others that it is not 
eternal. Why would He say to 
one body of believers that sprink- 
ling is baptism, and another pour- 
ing, and others immersion? Some 
of these contradictory statements 
must be false. ‘‘God is not the 
author of confusion, but of 
peace. ’’ 
We see the perfect harmony in 
the laws which govern the phy- 
sical world which we _ inhabit. 
There is alsomarvellous unity in 
the planetary system. Each 
planet moves in its own orbit, 
and allcontrolled by the great 
central sun. 


In every well regulated king-

subjects are obliged to obey; so 
the church which Christ esta- 
blished with its theocratic form 
of government, there is but one 
head, Jesus Himself, to whom all 
owe perfect obedience. One gov- 
ernment, and one uniform body 
of laws all His people should ob- 
serve. 


Truth compels me to say that 
this unity of doctrine and gov- 
ernment is not to be found in 
the various denominations of to- 
day, or evenamong many of the 
Pentecostal people, taken collect- 
ively or separately. That they 
differ from one another not only 
in minor details, but in the most 
essential principles of faith is 
evident to every one conversant 
withthe different creeds. The 
hundreds of different sects in the 
world with their various doc- 
trines is a reproach on Christian- 
ity, and the greatest obstacle to 
the conversion of the heathen. 
Not only does sect differ from 
sect, but each particular denomi- 
nation is divided into two or 
more independent conflicting 
branches. Several Baptist, ma- 
ny Methodist, etc, yea, if you 
question the individual members 
composing these denominations, 
and even many of the Pentecost- 
al people in their various bodies, 
you will often find them giving 
a contradictory view of their be- 
lief of the Word. 

Where then will we find this 
essential unity of faith and gov- 
ernment? 1 say confidently, no- 
where save inthe Church of God, 
which is the pillar and ground of 
the truth. (1 Tim. 3, 15. For at 
John 14:6, Jssus says, ‘“‘I am the 
way, the truth and the life;’’and 
at John 16:18, He says, ‘‘When 
he, the Spirit of truth is come 
he will guide you into all truth.”’ 
Now if He guides us into all 
truth, it is evident that He will 
guide us out of all error, and 
thus all be united in that one glo- 
rious body, the Church of God. 
Praise God. We see her coming 
forth in these last days, ‘‘Fair as 
the moon, clear as the sun, and 
terrible as an army with ban- 
ners.’’ Cant. 6, 10. 


The Church of God is Apostol- 
ic, and must always teach the 
identical doctrine that was de- 
livered by the Apostles. At Eph. 
2:20 the Apostle Paul says we 
are built upon the foundation of 
the apostles and prophets. So 
the doctrine she propogates must 
be based on the Apostles’ teach- 
ing. Hence, Paul says to the 
Galatians, ‘“‘Though we or an an- 
gel from heaven, preach any oth- 
er gospel unto you than _ that 
which we have preached unto 
you, let him be accursed. Gal.1: 
8. Thesame apostle gives this 
admonition to Timothy, ‘‘The 
things which thou hast heard of 
me among many witnesses, the 
same commit thou to faithful 
men who shall be able to teach 
others also.’? 2 Tim. 2:2. Timo- 
thy must transmit to these men 
only such doctrine.as he heard 
from the lips of Paul. 


Not only is it required that 
preachers of the gospel should 
conform their teaching to the 
doctrine of the Apostles, but al- 
so that they should be ordained 
and commisisoned by the Apos- 
tles and elders. He also says at 
Rom. 10:15, ‘‘How shall they 
preach unless they be sent,’’
